Agronomists Call 
For Better Usage 
Of Fertilizer 


E very ton of fertilizer can be 
stretched O’- used m ore efficient­ 
ly, boosting crop yields at t h e 
sa m e time. Many fa rm e rs, says 
Middle W eft Soil I m p r o v e m e n t 
com m ittee, use f e r t i l i z e r as a 
crutch. They try to m ake it sub­ 
stitute for good m a n a g e m e n t 
practices. They put plant food in 
the soil without m aking sure the 
plant can send out its roots to 
use it. 
Fertiliacr is essential in giv­ 
ing the soil plant nutrients to 
feed crops. But fertiliier can’t 
do the whole job. It must be 
teamed with other p r a c t ic e s 
that build and maintain s o i l 
structure and keep the top soil 
“nailed down.” 
The soil needs good stru cture 
so roots can grow and reach out 
for plant food. Roots need air 
and w ater to live. When a soil is 
packed down and tight, there is 
no room for the air and w ater 
needed by roots and plants for 
high crop production. 
The way to build soil structure 
is to grow legumes and grasses 
regularly in the rotation. These 
legum es m ake a thick layer of 
good soil. They add organic m a t­ 
ter. Such soil has plenty of air 
space. W ater soaks in quickly 
and m ore of it us held. 


WEAK. SCATTERED stands 
of legum es w o n t 
b u i l d 
foil 
structure. 
For 
strong, 
leafy 
stands and vigorous roots, t h e 
legum es need phosphate and pot­

soil. At least a part of t h e s e 
crops m ust be turned back to the 
soil.

SOCIALIZED M ED IC IN E 
DURING its short life of b a r e I y six 
months, socialization of medical and dental 
service in Great Britain has attained great 
popularity among the public and a mix­ 


tu re of sentiment among the professional 
men themselves. 
The number of persons a p p l y i n g for 
treatment by doctors and dentists has in- 
creased greatly. Many who have been un­ 
able to afford such service in the past, and 
t o proud to ask for charity, are taking ad­ 
vantage of the present system. 
Hie quality cf service given has declined 
below the war-time level, when there was 
a great shortage of doctors, nurses, a n d 
hospital space. Socialists believe that time 
will correct this condition. 
The cost to the nation of socialized medi­ 
cine has reached a sum far higher than 
the amount allotted by the governm e n t. 
The uneven distribution of patients causes 
a wide divergence in the incomes of doc­ 
tors and dentists, some of whom are mak­ 
ing barely enough to live on while others 
are doing exceptionally well. Dentists are 
paid by the job and doctors a flat rate per 
patient per year. The professional m e n 
fear that these inequities may lead to a 
s a l a r y system. The powers of the minister 
of health are great under the n a t i o n a l 
health service act. 
This experiment will be watched w i t h 
interest in the United States. There is a 
movement afoot which favors tome sort of 
national health service for this coun t r y , 
and Britain's experience furnished ammu­ 
nition for both sides.

Injections Given for Pleurisy 


G R O U N D C R E W 
OBSERVERS in England claim that 
credit for much of the success of the Ber­ 
lin airlift should go to the 3000 men of the 
American repair force maintained at Bur­ 
ton wood. 
After each 200 hours of flying coal a n d 
food into the beleagured city, every Ameri­ 
can plane heads for England and a clean­ 
ing and repair job which takes from 36 to 
48 hours. Many of the mechanical contriv­ 
ances and other conveniences which expe­ 
dite such work in the States are lacking at 
the English depot. The American gro u n d 
crew* have had to fall back on native in­ 
genuity and their strong right arms for the 
accomplishment of intricate and h e a v y 
tasks. 
There is no glamour and no adven t u r e 
connected with the work of the g r o u n d 
crew. The hard routine work provides a 
strong foundation for the spectacular and anonymous secretaries who did not 
long

fuei for the victim* of the Soviet blockade. jnitely misled him in matters of high pol- 


main in office an hour longer than t h e 
President wishes; in fact, it h a * b e e n 
known to happen that the President accep­ 
ted a resignation not even offered. 
The law places upon the American Presi­ 
dent a detail of work not expected of any 
official in any other country. He is required 
to sign with his own hand a vast num b e r 
of documents. 
He is required to present a budget for 
which he and no one else Is responsible 
The director of the Bureau of the Budget, 
who may compose that document, is an ad­ 
visory official whose judgment the Presi­ 
dent may accept or reject. At any rate, as 
our country is organized, the director does 
not go before the people for their approval. 
Of the executive officers, only the Pres! - 
dent does that. 
It is in many respects a k i l l i n g job. 
Every President, even such a one as Hard­ 
ing, has to work long hours. He is separa­ 
ted by his work from his family and per­ 
sonal friends. Franklin D. Roosevelt a t ­ 
tempted to keep his family close to h i m, 
but with little real success. As for personal 
friends, they had best be inconsequential, 
trifling persons or they soon produce criti­ 
cism of the President, who is regarded as 
belonging to the whole people and not to a 
clique. Theodore Roosevelt attemp t e d to 
surround himself with a coterie of brilliant 
individuals who were soon looked upon as 
a "kitchen cabinet." Franklin D. R o o s e- 
velt’s smart young men, who entertained 
him with the swiftness of their conversa - 
tion, brought down on him consider a b l e 
criticism. Wilson had his Colo n e I House; 
Roosevelt his Harry Hopkins. Harding had 
his Ohio gang; Truman started with t h e 
Missouri gang. 
But by and large, the President is alone, 
dependent upon his staff. 
The very business of seeing those w h o 
need or want to be seen is a man-kill i n g 
business. Every visitor to Washington digs 
up some congressman or senator or public 
official to take the tourist into the W h i t e 
House to shake hands with the President, 
if not to consume 15 minutes of his t i m e. 
Heavy contributors to campaign f u n d s , 
local politicians, officials from a b r o a d 
bearing credentials, members of his own 
administration—they all use t i m e . And 
time does fly. 
There is little time or energy left 
f o r 
casual reading or for normal 
recreation. 
A President gets most of his informa t i o n 
from prepared reports—often by the same 
individuals whose work should be critically 
scrutinized. And there is hardly e n o u g h 
time to read all the reports. Mr. R o o s e -

ESPECIALLY In th* wintertime, 
which is th* pneumonia and cold 
season, we hear much shout a con­ 
dition called pleurisy, and inciden­ 
tally, pleurisy means inflammation 
of the pleura. It must be underwood 
that th* pleura is Rind* up of two 
layers of lining membrane, one of 
which is over the lung; the other 
lines the chest wall. Normally, the 
two layers are closely approximated 
and glide over each other without 
friction or pain but when pleurisy 
develops, the pleura become* in­ 
flamed. Pleurisy may follow a num­ 
ber of conditions, pneumonia being 
one of them. 
In this condition, there is pain In 
the chest which is wor e during 
breaching, coughing, or sneezing. It 
has been thought that this pain is 
due to the rubbing together of the 
lining membrane over the lung and 
that of the chest cavity itself. 
Giving Injections 
Drs. Bennett and Latham have 
developed a treatment for th* re­ 
lief of pleuritic pain by the giving 
of injection* of calcium gluconate 
into a vein. 
In the study made by these phy­ 
sicians, the solution was injected 
over a period cf from two to four 
minutes. Following the injection the 
patient Lad a sense of warmth and 
flushing. Occasionally, there was 
rn Id sickness at the stomach. 
Thirty patients were treated in 
thi* way, and all but three experi­ 
enced definite relief of the pain. In 
only 4 of the 27 who obtained relief 
with the calcium gluconate the pain 


disappeared completely and did not 
return. In th* majority of instance* 
there wee relief, but It wa* not com­ 
plete. The patients were eh'* to 
breathe more deeply and to cough 
without pain. 
The effect* produced by the prep­ 
aration were noted within a minute 
after th* Injection wae started, Th* 
residual pain following the injec­ 
tion was dull and aching, and was 
not worse by breathing movements. 
Relieving Paia 
In ten of these patient* a second 
injection of th* calcium gluconate 
was ejective 
relieving th* pain 
after it had returned. 
Injection of a local anesthetic 
along the nerves by ti.* rib* wa* 
found to give more lasting relief 
from the pain than the calcium glu­ 
conate. Because of this fact, it was 
believed that th* pain in pleurisy 
may be due, in part, by spasm of th* 
muscles between th* rib*. Hence, 
relief of this spasm, such aa is pro­ 
duced by an injection of the calcium 
gluconate or by local anesthetic, 
brings relief from th* pain. 
The calcium injections are easily 
given and are without any notice­ 
able reaction!. Furthermore, per­ 
manent relief of th* pein is pro- 
duced by the calcium gluconate in 
some instances.

fect and install a uniform instrument approach system at all big 
airports. 
Th* problem of landing an airplane under zero-zero weather con­ 
ditions has been under study for 15 years. 
Politics and inter­ 
departmental wrangling has retarded progress until today there is 
no accepted system. 
The Civil Aeronautics Administration has espoused the instru­ 
ment landing system <ILS) with which the pilot lands the plane by 
guiding It down a “path” produced by radio on his instrument panel. 
The armed services have plugged for ground-controlled approach 
(GCA) in which a radar-radio operator on the ground views the 
plane In a scope and tells the pilot what maneuvers to make to 
effect a safe landing. 
Actually, the systems complement each other. but regulations 
prevent their use by commercial planes if conditions are less than 
400-foot ceiling and one mile visibility. The president's plane came 
in on GCA with three-eighths of a mile visibility because it is oper­ 
ated by the Air Force which can set its own minimum standards in 
an emergency.
